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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Amendment filed 4/26/06 has been entered and considered by the Examiner. Currently, claims 1- 
26 and 28-32 are pending in the instant application. 

Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office action is 
persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-26 and 28-32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the reference of the Prior Art of record fails to teach of suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1, and specifically comprising the limitation a reflector 
comprising a homogenous single piece curved body portion including two geometric curves with a planar 
transition region joining the curves forming a junction point, the junction point preventing light rays from 
directly striking the transition region, in combination with the remaining features of the claim. 

Regarding claims 2-10, claims 2-10 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 due to their 
dependency status from claim 1 . 
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Regarding claim 1 1, the reference of the Prior Art of record fails to teach of suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 11, and specifically comprising the limitation a 
reflector assembly comprising a homogenous single piece body including an inner cavity including a first 
and second inner surface conformable along a first and second geometric curves, the curves joined by a 
substantially planar transition region, apertures formed with in the transition rejection between the inner 
surfaces, wherein a first portion of a coolant contacts an outer surface and a second portion of the coolant 
is directed by the apertures into the inner cavil, in combination with the remaining features of the claim. 

Regarding claims 12-23, claims 12-23 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 1 due to their 
dependency status from claim 11. 

Regarding claim 24, the reference of the Prior Art of record fails to teach of suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 24, and specifically comprising the limitation of a 
method to construct a reflector assembly comprising forming and inner cavity of a homogenous reflector 
body about concentric geometric curves; reducing a reflector body wall thickness in an area local to a 
light discharge end of the reflector body, joining the geometric curves by a substantially planar transition 
rejection, creating a plurality of apertures the transition region, in combination with the remaining 
features of the claim. 

Regarding claims 25, 26, and 28-32, claims 25, 26, and 28-32 are allowable for the reasons given 
in claim 24 due to their dependency status from claim 24.
